Sir: 


Yoior communication of the 4th instant, enclosing one from Miss 
Peddle, and her sketch of the design for the obverse of the Colum¬ 
bian souvenir quarter-dollar, was laid before the Secretary. We 
agree with you that a bust or head of Queen Isabella would be much 
preferable; in fact the Secretary states that in his letter to Mrs. 
Palmer he only authorized the head of Isabella. 

You will therefore instruct Miss Peddle that the design for 
the obverse of the quarter will consist of a head of Queen Isabella, 
from some well known portrait, with the lettering ’’United States of 

America” around the top, and "Columbian Quarter Dollar” around the

bottom. You will also notify her that the engraver of the mint is 
engaged upon the preparation of suitable design for the reverse of 
the quarter dollar, which he will submit to me, and after the appro¬ 
val of the Secretary of the Treasury the sketch will be forwarded 

to her in order that she may make the model.

Sir: 


Your communication of the 4th instant, enclosing one from Miss Peddle, and her sketch 
of the design for the obverse of the Columbian souvenir quarter-dollar, was laid before the 
Secretary.
